Dr. Charles Kendall Adams breathed his 
last at 6 o'clock Saturday -night after a 
period of unconsciousness which began 
Friday morning. The end came unex- 
pectedly, for such periods of unconscious- 
ness were not infrequent during the past 
week. 


It had been known for days that he 


could not live long and there were fre- 
•quent relapses, the wonderful vitality 
. of the man making it possible for him to 
revive from each of .them. 


Sad as was ilie end ol Dr. Adoiis, it 


came as a relief to him and to those 
near and dear to him. Tho'relief to him 
was from agonizing suffering, which for 
more than two months was ahnoet con- 
stant, and that to his relatives from the 
terrific nervous strain incident to Boe- 
ing him suffer and being powerless to re- 
. lieve him. He died as he had lived, a 
hrave man, for during the long period 
of his illness no word of complaint ever 
passed his lips nnd despite his agony he 
seemed to think only 'of those he loved. 


The remains of Dr. Charles Kendall 


Adams will not be taken to Wisconsin 
for burin] ns wns first intended, but will 
he buried in liedlands and the funeral 
will take place tomorrow morning at 0 
o'clock from the new residence on Ken- 
dall place and Palm avenue. 


If Dr. Adams left a will no search for 


it will be made until after the funeral. 
His estate amounts to several thousand 
dollars. 


A LIFE WELL SPENT. 


I)r. Charles Kendall Adams, 
former 


president of the University of Wiscon- 
son, was born at Derby, Vt., Jan. "4, 
JS35. The first ten years of his life 
>verc spent in a village, but from the 
time he wns 10 until he was 20 years 
of age he lived on a farm, attending a 
district school during the winter months. 
It was not until he had passed his twen- 
ty-first, birthday that he decided to fit 
himself for college by taking a complete 
course in Latin and Greek, Though his 
parents earnestly sympathized with him 
in his desire for a collegiate education, 
it was impossible for them to render 
him any financial assistance. 


lie entered tho University of Michi- 


gan in the fall of 1S57, where, after sup- 
porting himself four years by manual la- 
bor, bv teaching and by nssisting in the 
administration of the library, he gradu- 
ated in 1801. 


He held several positions at the uni- 


versity during the next four years and 
in 18li7 in Germany, France and Italy. 


On the establishment of a school of 


policital science at 
the University of 


Michigan he was appointed its dean and 
he was made at the same time non-resi- 
dent lecturer in nistory at Cornell uni- 
versity. These positions he continued 
to hold until 1S83, when tie, was called 
to the presidency of Cornell university, 
n position which he held until the "sum- 
mer of 1802. 


In irany ways his work broadened and 


deepened the work at Cornell. He re- 
signed in 1802, with 
the .-intention of 


thereafter devoting himself to historical 
writing. He at once, however, received 
several invitations to resume education- 
al work. Finally, though 
with much 


hesitancy, he accepted the.call to the 
presidency of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 


He filled the chair of president of the 


University of Wisconsin for nine years, 
spending the last year abroad under 
leave of absence for the benefit of his 
health. He raised the 
institution, as 


Acting President Birge says, "from a 
college to a university" and gave it-a 
standing and reputation that reflected 
Ihe greatest credit upon its head. Last 
fall, however, he was obliged to resign 
nnd he and Mrs. Adams went to Califor- 
nia for his health. 


Dr. Adams, besides his labors as a un- 


.Sversity teacher and president, has been 
a diligent worker in the literary ftcld. 
Ho is the author of "Democracy and 
Monarchy in Trance," "A Manual of His. 
torical " Literature," 
"Beprfientative 


British Orations and Historical Litera 
ture," besides editing several editions of 
^Johnson's 
Encyclopedia, an 
extended 


work.

They were res- 
cued by John Rock, and disappeared in 
the crowd ot 300 people who we/c at- 
tracted to the lake front by news of the 
accident, before their names could be 
learned. Kretzeer's body was recover- 
ed by Rock. The drowned man was 18 
years old.' Cries for help by' the two 
young men saved were heard after they 
had been in the water fifteen minutes.

FATALLY HURT 


While Boarding Pile Driver He Falls 
and is Found Covered With Blood. 


REMOVED TO HOSPITAL; 


EXPIRES SUNDAY MORNING

Anthony Rope, an engineer 52 years of 


age, and one of the oldest and best 
known residents of the Fourth -ward, 
met with an accident about 9 o'clock 
Saturday night, and died from the ef- 
fects at the St. Marys _hospital Sunday 
noon. 


•Mr. Rape for many years, had been 


employed by Edward Gillen, the contrac- 
tor, working about the docks, and most 
of the time an engineer of the engine 
used on the large pile driver. 


For some time past ho has been sleep, 


ing on board tlie driver, which is on d 
large eoow, and boarding at the Kacino 
house. Three days ago the man-com- 
plained on not feeling well and said he 
was suffering with bad feet and ankles, 
•having broken both years ago, by falling 
from a driver. 


Saturday' afternoon he fell down, 
at 


the Main street bridge and had made ap- 
plication to be admitte d to the hospital, 
and 'his application would have been 
granted. 


About 8:45 o'clock Saturday night he 


started for the pile driver to hang out 
lights and retire for the night. When it 
became dark 
other men employed by 


Mr. Gillen noticed that lights were not 
out on th e scows and driver, lying at 
the dock just north of State street 
bridge. 


An investigation was made and Mr. 


Eapc was found lying.in the driver, his 
•head, cut,, covered -with blood and unable 
to" speak. As"soon as.po"ss"TDle the police, 
office was notified and the patrol wagon 
sent down. Officer Vogel, bridge tender 
James Putien nnd others experienced 
great difficulty 
in getting the 
injured 


men from the driver to the dock, but 
succeeded. There was a terrific 
cut 


across his forehead and tliere was much 
blood over his face and clothes. The 
man was in such a weak condition that 
he could not speak and it was evident 
that in boarding the driver he had fallen 
nnd sustained the injuries. 


With all possible haste he was taken 


to the St. Mary's 
hospital and .Drs. 


Brown and McN'itt, were called. They 
found a cut over the right eye; .another 
across the forehead and a third one 
down the middle of the head. The in- 
juries caused.concussion"o'f the brain and 
blood1 clot formed. An operation^, was 
•performed, 'but in a few hours the in- 
jured man succumbed to the injuries.^ 
The physicians state that the outward 
injuries would not'have amounted to 
much, but that internal hemorrhage 
caused death. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified and 


at once proceeded to hold an inquest, 
It was adjourned until today. 


Anthony Rape wns born in Racine 


a-bout fifty-two years ago and was the 
son of one of the earliest Irish residents 
of the city. He was a single man and in 
his younger days, attended the Fourth 
ward school. Most all of his life he was 
n .himl-working man. Of late years he 
was an engineer and employed by Ed- 
ward Gillen. At the time he met with 
the accident which cause death, he was 
no doubt climbing up into the 
bunk- 


where he slept. 


The inquest developed 
that 
James 


Gillen went to the pile driver to see 
why the lights were not .up and found 
the injured rann. 


Also that Mr. Rape 
regained 
con-' 


sciousness long enough to tell Dr. Brown 
the manner in which- he wns injured. 
He said that before he wns hurt he was 
sick; that he had tumbled on the street. 
After undressing and getting up into 
his bunk he took off his shoes and plac- 
ed them on the boiler ;overbalanced and 
fell, strinking his head upon an iron bar 
and that he called for help, but soon be- 
came unconscious from Iossx>f blood. 


A verdict of accidental death was rend- 


ered. The funeral was held this after- 
noon.

Before leaving, MoKinney awakened 


Dave Mosliier and said to him: 


"I'vo got into a fighti They came af- 


ter me, but I whipped them all. I killed 
three or four of them. They have not 
treated me right 
I'll, die game. You 


talk about Tracy! He won't be in it 
with me.' 


There was blood on one of his legs and 


it is believed he was wounded. He is 
headed for Fresno county and it it sup- 
posed he will make for the mountains. 
He has a shotgun, a rifle and a revolver.

NEW YORK, duly 28—After gnawigfr

ed tip to a picnic party of women and.

To render the possibility of its 
escape more difficult the panther was 
chained to the inside of tne crate, a 
heavy collar being fastened c.bout his 
neck" to which the end of the chain 'was 
tied. When the crate arrived at -the 
zoological park it was deposited near the 
reptile house pending the establishment 
of its occupant i-n regular quarters.' 


Tlie keeper, having removed one of 


the slats and unfastened the animal's 
collar, left the crate unguarded • for: a 
time. The panther lost no time in at- 
tacking with teeth and claws the soft 
slats which stood between him.and liber- 
ty. The park was well filled with sight- 
seers when the 
animal escaped. Cun- 


ningly avoiding tlw open waBts by keep- 
ing 
close to the bushwood, which -in 


places is very dense, he succeeded in es- 
caping from the zoological .reservation 
and passed into a densely wooded .por- 
tion of the park. 
Then, the

was discovered. Six keepers -with shot- 
guns and net started-oat to capture the 
fugitive, witl directions to shoot only 
if it appeared necessary. Through tho 
heavy brush tho little posse made. its 
way northward but four hours passed 
before any trace was found. 


About a mile north of tho mus«um a 


party of thirty children out picnldng 
saw the panther emerge from a thicket. 
It ran toward «nem and they fled. On 
one occasion he wondered up to a table 
cloth upon which a,luncheon had been. 
spread and quickly devoured the m*al. 


Sight-setrs made their way from the 


park but only fleeting glimpfes of the 
animal were obtained although the hunt 
was kept up ur.til night. 


The park authorities say tho panther 


is not vicious and that it probably- -will 
bo shot by somo one living new the 
scene.

Dr. Charles Kendall Adams breathed his 
last at 6 o'clock Saturday-night after a 
period of unconsciousness which began 
Friday morning. The end came unex- 
pectedly, for such periods of unconscious- 
ness were not infrequent during the past 
week. 


It had been known for days that he 


•could not live long and there were fre- 
•quent relapses, the wonderful vitality 


• of the man making it possible for him to 
revive from each of them. 


Sad as was the end of Dr. Adahs, it 


came as a relief to him and to those 
near and dear to him. The relief to him 
was from agonizing suffering, which for- 
more than two months was almost con- 
stant, and that to his relatives from the 
terrific nervous strain incident to see- 
ing him suffer and being powerless to re- 
. lieve him. He died as he had lived, a 
brave man, for during the long period 
of his illness no word of complaint ever 
passed his lips and despite his agony he 
seemed to think only of those he loved. 


The remains of Dr. Charles Kendall 


Adams will not be taken to Wisconsin 
for burial as was first intended, but will 
be buried in Redlands and the funeral 
will take place tomorrow morning at 9 
o'clock from the new residence on Ken- 
dall place and Pnlm avenue. 


If Dr. Adams left a will no search for 


it will be made until after the funeral. 
His estate amounts to several thousand 
dollars. 


A LIFE YvELL SPENT. 


Dr. Charles Kendall Adams, 
former 


president of the University of Wiscc-n- 
son, was born at Derby, Vt., Jan, $',4, 
1S35. The first ten years of his life 
ivere spent in a. village, but from the 
time he was 10 until he was 20 years 
of age he lived on a farm, attending a 
district school during the winter months. 
It was not until he had passed his twen- 
ty-first birthday that he decided to fit 
himself for college by taking a complete 
course in Latin and Greek. Though his 
parents earnestly sympathized with him 
in his desire for a collegiate education, 
it was impossible for them to render 
him any financial assistance. 


He entered the University of Michi- 


gan in the fall of 1857, where, after sup- 
porting himself four years by manual la- 
bor, by teaching and by assisting in the 
administration of the library, he gradu- 
ated in 1861. 


He held several positions at the uni- 


versity during the next four years and 
in 1867 in Germany, France and Italy. 


On the establishment of a school of 


policital science at 
the University of 


Michigan he was appointed its dean and 
he was made at the same time non-resi- 
dent lecturer in nistory at Cornell uni- 
versity. These positions he continued 
to bold until 1885, when "he was called 
to the presidency of Cornell university, 
a position which he held until the "sum- 
mer of 1892. 


In many ways his work broadened and 


deepened the work at Cornell. He re- 
signed in 1892, with 
the , 
! intention of 


thereafter devoting himself to historical 
writing. He at once, however, received 
several invitations to resume education- 
al work. Finally, though 
with much 


hesitancy, he accepted the call to the 
presidency of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 


He filled the chair of president of the 


University of Wisconsin for nine years, 
spending the last year abroad under 
leave of absence for the benefit of his 
health. He raised the 
institution, as 


Acting President Birge says, "from a 
college to a university" and gave it-a 
standing and reputation that reflected 
Ihe greatest credit upon its head. Last 
fall, however, he was obliged to resign 
and he and Mrs. Adams went to Califor- 
nia for his health. 


Dr. Adams, besides his labors as a un- 


.Iversity teacher and president, has been 
a diligent worker' in the literary field. 
He is tbe author of "Democracy and 
Monarchy in France," "A Manual of His- 
torical 
Literature," 
"Representative 


British Orations and Historical Litera- 
ture," besides editing several editions of 
"Johnson's 
Encyclopedia, 
an 
extended 


work.

FATALLY HURT 


While Boarding Pile Driver He Falls 
and is Found Covered With Blood 


REMOVED TO HOSPITAL; 


EXPIRES SUNDAY MORNING 


Was an Old Keiident and Attended tbe 


Fourth Ward Sch»ol-Peter B«flel 


Injured Again—Child Hnrt 


—Other Accident*. 


Anthony Rape, an engineer 52 years of 


age, and one of the oldest and best 
known residents of the Fourth -ward, 
met -with an accident about 0 o'clock 
Saturday night, and died from the ef- 
fects at the St. Marys hospital Sunday 
noon. 


•Mr. Rape for many years, had been 


employed by Edward Gillen, the contrac- 
tor, working about the docks, and most 
of the time an engineer of the engine 
used on the large pile driver. 


For some time past he has been sleep- 


ing on board the driver, which is on a 
large scow, and boarding at the Racine 
house. Three days ago the man com- 
plained on not feeling well and said he 
was suffering with bad feet and ankles, 
having broken both years ago, by falling 
from a driver.

Saturday afternoon he fell down 
at 


the Main street bridge and had made.ap- 
plication to be admitte d to the'hospital; 
and his application would have been 
granted. 


About 8:45 o'clock Saturday night he 


started for the pile driver to hang out 
lights and retire for the night. When it 
became dark 
other men employed by 


Mr. Gillen noticed that lights were not 
out on th e scows and driver, lying at 
the dock just north of State street 
bridge. 


An investigation was made and Mr. 


Rape was found lying .in the driver, his 
head. cut,, covered with blood and unable 
to speak. As'soon as,possible thVpolice 
office was notified and the patrol wagon 
sent down. Officer Vogel, bridge tender 
James Patten and others experienced 
great difficulty in getting the injured 
men from the driver to the dock, but 
succeeded. There was a terrific cut 
across his forehead and there was much 
blood over hid 
face and clothes. The 


man was in such a weak condition that 
he could not speak and it was evident 
that in boarding the driver he had fallen 
and sustained the injuries. 


With all possible haste he was taken 


to the St. Mary's 
hospital and Dra. 


Brown and McNitfc , wer.e called. They 
found a cut over the right eye; another 
across the forehead and a third one 
down the middle of the head. The in- 
juries caused,concussion' of the brain and 
•blood clot formed. An operation^, was 
'performed, but in a few hours the in- 
jured man succumbed 
to the injuries,'' 


The physicians state that the outward 
injuries would not have amounted 
to 


much, but that internal hemorrhage 
caused death. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified and 


at once proceeded to hold an inquest. 
It was adjourned until today. 


Anthony Rape was born in . Racine 


about fifty-two years ago and was the 
son of one of the earliest Irish residents 
of the city. He was a single man and in 
his younger days, attended the Fourth 
ward school. Most all of his life he was 
a .hard-working man. Of late years he 
was an engineer and employed by Ed- 
ward Gillen. At the time" he met with 
the accident which cause death, he was 
no doubt climbing up into the 
bunk- 


where he slept. 


Tbe inquest developed that 
James 


Gillen went to the pile driver to sec 
why the lights were not ,up and found 
tbe injured man. 


Also that Mr. Rape regained con; 


sciousness long enough to tell Dr. Brown 
the manner in which he was injured. 
He said that before he was hurt he was 
sick; that he had tiimbled on the street. 
After undressing and getting up into 
his bunk he took off his shoes and plac- 
ed them on the boiler ;overbalanced and 
fell, strinking his head upon an iron bar 
nnd that he called for help, but soon be- 
came unconscious from loss^of blood. 


A verdict of accidental death was rend- 


ered. The funeral was held thia after- 
noon.

NEW YORK, July 28—After

The park was well filled with sight- 
seers when the 
animal escaped. Cun- 


ningly avoiding the open walks by keep- 
ing 
close to the bushwood, which : in 


places is very dense, he succeeded in es- 
caping from the zoological . reservation 
and passed into a densely wooded .por- 
tion of the park. 
Then, the 
escape 


was discovered. Six keepers with shot- 
guns and net started-out to capture the 
fugitive, with directions to shoot only 
if it appeared ncce&savy. Through'the 
heavy brush the little posse made its 
way northward but 'four hours passed 
before any trace was found. 


About a mile north of the museum a. 


party of thirty children out pienlcing 
saw the .panther emerge from a thicket. 
It ran toward them and they fed. On 
one occasion he wandered up to a table 
cloth upon which a,luncheon had been.. 
spread and quickly devoured the me*l. 


Sight-seers made their way from the 


park but only fleeting glimpses of the 
animal were obtained although the hunt 
was kept up until night.

Judge'John Jay Jackson; in the federal 


• court here yesterday sentenced to^ternis 
of imprisonment six leader's of the- strik- 
ing miners who were cited .'for contempt 
of court in violating the injunction re- 
cently issued by'him. on application of 
the Fairmont Coal aomproiy. 


In delivering his opinion Judge Jack- 


son strongly censured the Accused union- 
ists, characterizing them as "a profes- 
sional set of agitators, organizers and 
walking delegates," whose ''mission it is 
to foment trouble/' and gave from the 
bench a general defense of the use ,0! 
'the writ of injunction in strike cases. 


"MOTHER" JONES RELEASED. 
"Mother" Jones was* held equally, guil- 


ty with her associates, but in her case 
judgment was suspended, .Judge Jackson 
declaring that ''as she was posing as a 
martyr, he would not send her to jail or 
allow her to force her way into jail." 


"I will not sentence you now," he con- 


tinued, addressing directly 
the gray- 


haired champion of the miners, "and .you 
go free so long as you obey this court's, 


-.mandates in the injunction granted, but, 


Mrs. Jones,'it will go exceedingly hard 


: with you for .another violation, for which 


you will be speedily clapped into jail.V 


The other prisoners who were 
held, 


guilty were Thomas Haggerty of Indian- 
apolis, who was sentenced 
to 
ninety, 


days in the Parkersburg jail;. .William- 
Blakely, George Brown, Peter Wilson, 
and two strikers 
named Morgan and 


Rice, who must serve terms of 
sixty 


days each.

It was currently reported that the 


house of Judge Jackson had been guard- 
ed for seveclal nights, and that guards 
were in the courtroom. It is said that 
this was done without the knowledge of 
the judge. 


INJUNCTION IS DEFINED. 


At the morning session of the court 


Judge Jackson delivered, an exhaustive 
review of the case, reserving .the senten- 
ces until afternoon. 
He said: 


"What is an injunction? Is it the ex- 


ercise of an arbitrary power by 
the 


courts of the country, or is it a power 
that has been recognized from a very 
early date as one of the branches of ad- 
ministrative 
justice? I 
answer 
this 


question by affirming that the ordinary 
use of the writ of injunction is to pre- 
vent wrongs and injuries to persons and 
their property, or to reinstate the right

CHICAGO, July 25.—"I may not bs 


nominated, for governor of Wisconsin," 
said Mayor David S. Rose of Milwaukee 
at the Sherman house ystcrday,'"but if 
nominated I shall try hard to be elected. 
We Democrats have an excellent chance 
of carrying the state. Wisconsin's nor- 
mal Republican majority up to 1806— 
figures made since then are not a fair 
criterion—was about 23,000, and we are 
"practically back to the normal basis now,. 


"We intend to make our campaign en- 


tirely ' on state issues. Chief 
among 


them will be. Governor La Toilette's pro- 
posed direct primary law and the taxa- 
tion question.

XENIA, O., July 25.—A wreck occur- 


red at 1.0:30 last night at Trebein sta- 
tion, three miles from here, when train 
No. 2, the 
Pennsylvania limited from 


St. Louis^to New York, was met by a 
wild coal car at the foot of a heavy 
grade. The number of dead and injur- 
ed was not easily ascertained, because 
the wreckage took fire and all but the 
two Pullman cars in the rear was burn- 
ed. The train was behind time and was 
running at the rate of 70 miles aa hour 
to make up lost time.

consisted of a day coach and several 
sleepers.

place of safety, serving for the time be- 
ing as a refuge for the less seriously 
wounded. 


The badly injured were taken to Xcnia 


where, not only the hotels but private 
houses were opened for their accommo- 
dation. The others were later taken to 
Columbus to resume their journey. 


FOUR MEET DEATH. 


The engineer, William Clark of this 


city, was buried beneath his engine and 
his body was burned to .ashes. His fire- 
man, William Dwyer, of Cincinnati, was 
horribly mangled, but was thrown clear 
from the engine. Of the four postal 
clerks on the train two were killed, M. 
M. Peters of Columbus and Charles Mc- 
Gown of Greenfield, Ind. 


George A. Gifford of Indianapolis and 


William Forsythe also of Indianapolis, 
were injured, Gifford but slightly, For- 
sythe seriously. The surgeon does not 
regard his injuries as fatal. 


WRECKAGE IGNITES. 


The dawn of this morning brought to, 


full view .the-horror of the wreck. .The 
train had been running at a terrific 
speed ana the wild car had almost at- 
tained its greatest momentum when the 
accident occurred at the end of a stesp 
grade. When the crash came the-train, 
with the exception of two rear sleepers, 
left tho track and .piled up into a heap, 
A moment of silence followed and then 
could be heard the cries for help. Those 
of the passengers who extricated them- 
selves from their perilous positions rend- 
ered all assistance possoble and rescued 
many from the debris, but a gas tank 
exploded beneath one of the cars and 
set the wreckage afire and the intense 
heat from the flames soon drove the res- 
cuers back so that those who were pin- 
ned beneath the train were consumed by 
the flames, It was a most pitiable sight; 
cries and moans coming from those who 
could not be rescued and those who 
were slowly being burned to death, and 
it was some time before any of tho bod- 
ies were reached. Engineer William J. 
Clark of Columbus and Fireman Dwyer 
of Gindnnnti, were the first found, both 
being mutilated and horribly burned.

He was the first person on 
the scene and an eye-witness to the ca- 
tastrophe. Taking in the situation at a 
glance, he knew that a fast .freight was 
about due. Rushing to the office of the 
distillery s short distance away, he noti- 
fied the operator at Xenia of the col- 
lision'and asked if there was not some 
way to intercept the freight. .Word 
came back that it was too late. A freight 
train was rapidly nearing the wreck. 
Kincaid called to George Barr, the C. 
H. & D. railroad agent, the track of 
which road is parallel, to take his lan- 
tern and .flag the train which could be 
heard approaching in the distance. Barr 
ran some distance down the track and 
•Stopped the incoming freight. Kincaid 
^Secured assista-nce from employes of his 
distillery, shut down the plant and put 
the:force to work rescuing the injured,

THE FIRST PATENT. 


When the first American patents were 


issued, antedating the 
revolutionary 


war by the commonwealths of the day, 
practices were somewhat different than 
is the case at the present time. An ac- 
count recently unearthed gives the par- 
ticulars of the granting of an American 
patent to an English machinist, who had 
applied for a patent upon an invention 
of his, being a water-po-wer d3?ica. This 
person emigrated <to the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in 1613. ar.-l It seems, 
being an inventive genius, desired 
his 


rights' protected. The court granted 
him his patent, but the restrictions 
placed should have been followed later 
on by our patent office and if they had, 
the country would today be spared some 
exceedingly oppressive monopolies and 
trust combinations: The Massachusetts 
court in granting Jos-eph Jenkcs his pat- 
ent for a water power device quaintly 
says, according to a recently published 
account:

072 tons; last year 128,090 tons. A sub- 
stantial increase is rioted/in steel steam- 
ers, which aggregate 275,479 tons, as 
against 235,265 tops for last year. Can- 
al boats and barges have declined from 
88,331 to 57,502 tons. .No new orders of 
importance are n^ed on the seaboard 
and in this respect .the 'outlook >is' not as 
favorable as it jvv.fls. a year ago. 


In the great lakes district there, is 


every indication of a volume of ship- 
building in 1903 fully equal to the rec- 
ord year now closing. The lake ship- 
builders, close their year about mid-sum- 
mer, as their most active period is the 
fall and winter.. In tho j'ear now clos- 
ing they have built 43 vessels, costing 
nbout $10,250,000. They 
already have
